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LONDON, March 18(R) — Sterling came 
under renewed pressure on foreign exchange 
markets Riday. fafling to all-ttmc lows against 
the dollar and West German mark, amid 
expectations of a cut in the price of North Sea 
oil, dealers said. 

Sterling fell to SI .49 here and in Frankfurt 
was fixed at 3.575 West German marks, 
below the previous low of 3.580 set only 
Thursday. 

Despite the recent OPEC (Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries) agreement 
for a new benchmark price of S29 a barrel, 
dealers said sterling remains weak because of 
uncertainty about world oil prices. 

Britain relies on oil sales, currently yielding 
some eight billion sterling a year, to support 
its balance of payments. 

The British National Oil Corporation, 
which handles the bulk of North Sm crude, 
has suggested a $30.50 price to oil oom- 
paoies, but most are still looking for a further 
cut. 

Dealers said the U.S. cunency was alw 
strong against major European currencies 
due to a belief that the exchange rates of the 
members of the European Monetary System 
(BMS) would be changed this weekenid. 

Tlie EMS limits the extent to which its 
eight member currencies, all the European 
community countries except Britain and 
Greece, can fluctuate against each other. 

Meanwhile, West German Economic 
recovery and an easing of currency tensions 
vrithia EMS were the targets for interest rate 
cuts announced by the Bundesbank Friday,

“King Umberto is dead,** Ludfero said. 
“The last wo^ be uttered was “Itafia." 
Umberto was, 78. Vtnberto JLwasforcedinto 
exfleiD 1946 after 00^26 days oil the throne 
and spent his late yeais trying to re turn to his. 
homeland. 

Bedridden with a bone disease, -he 
requested dirou^ friends in 1982 for per- 
missdoD to return home and see Turin, Naples 
and Rome for the last time. 

His appeal from a hospital bed in Londem 
and later in Geneva was met vrith sympathy 
among Italiaa politicians, even those who 
once feared that concessions to the fonner 
king could touch off monarchist sentiments. 


In February, the Italian parliament took 
the first legal step toward repeal of the law 
prohibituig the king, his wife and male 
descendants from entering Italy. Almost all 
political parties supported the move, 
although the Communist party abstained 
from the vote. 

Umberto's father, Victor Emmuiuel 111, 
had remained king during Benito Mussolini's 
dictatorship from 1922 to 1943, but saw his 
powers reduced to almost nothing. He abdi- 
cated in favor of his son on May 9, 1 946, in a 
lad to save the momuxhy. But mo^ Italians 
remained bitter about the Savo/sassociation 
with Mussolini and passed a referendum on 
June 2 to end the monarchy, by a vote of 12.7 
million to 10.7 million. The ej^ decree was 
later written into the constitution, though 
Umberto never officially abdicated.

LONDON. Mar^ L8 (Agencies) — King Hussein of Jordan and 
members of a much-delayed Arab League mission to Britain Friday 
received a lavish ceremonial welcome and fadefed Priine Minister 
Margaret Thatcher on a Pan-Arab Middle East plan. British 
officials said the king also had private talks with Mrs. Thatcher. 

The mission was first pMtponed last November because of differences over Palestinian 
representation, and the welcome given to h Friday, with militaiy' band and full gu^ of 
honor, was of a type more commonly associated with state occasions. The prime minister, 
whose opposition to the inclusioa of a Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) represen- 
tative caused the mission to be postponed, shook hands with Walkl Khalidi, a U.S.-based 
academic eventually chosen to represent ibe ^tlestinian people. 

Foreign Minister Prince Saud Ai Faisal and the foreign ministers or their deputies of 
Syria, Morocco, Algeria and Tunisia are also in the London mission. British officials said 
the presence of King Hussein whh the misaon gave the visit added significance. The 
has been given a major role in President Reagan's peace plan, which c^ for Palestinian 
self-government in the IsraelHoocupied West Bank in association with Jordan. 

The Arab plan, adopted at an Arab League aunmit in Fez last September, calls for an 
^independent Palestim'an state.

Al- Azhar attains a landmark 


CAIRO, March 1 8 (AP) — In a rare mos- 
que appearance. President Hosni Mubarak 
said Friday noon prayers at j\l-A2har, 
Islam's foremost educational center, at the 
start of week-long celebrations of its 1.000th 
anniversary. 

Al- Azhar is a mosque-university complex 
revered by the world's 800 millkx) Mu^ims. 
The mosque was built in 976 A.D. during the 
Fatimid dynasty in the earliest days of Mus- 
lim rule. 

Mobarak was accompanied at the service 
President Maumoon Abdul Gayoom of 
the predominantly-Muslim Indian Ocean 
Republic of Maldives, the only foreign head 
of state attending festivities. 

More than a dozen Arab. African and 
Asian nations sent repn^ntatires. Par- 
ticipating Arab countries included several 
which broke off relations with Egypt over its 
1979 peace treaty with Israel. Some of them 
were represented by cabinet ministers. 

Mubarak and other members of the con- 
gregation sat cross-legged on the carpeted 
floor of mosque hall and listened to a sermon 
by Al-Azhar rector Sheikh Cadu! Haq Ali 
Gadul Haq. 

The theme of the sermon was Al-Azhai's 
role as a religious and educational instil uiion. 
Quoting from the sayings of the Prophet 
Muhammad. Gadul- Haq said the mosque *‘is 
not just a place of prayer but also a spool for 


learning and knowledge." 

Gadul Haq said among the greatest chal- 
lenges facing Islam today are “atheism...and 
feuTty conceptions" — a veOed reference to 
communism and violence-prone extremism. 

Throughout its history, Al-Azhar has 
served as a center for mobiliution of popular 
movements against foreign colonizers as well 
as being a renowned institute for Islamic and 
academic studies. 

Preachers at Al- Azhar firequently whipped 
up popular anti-British sentiment during the 
British occupation of Egypt between 1882 
and 1954. When the British, French and 
Israelis mounted the Suez invasion of 1956. 
then President Gamal Abdul Nasser vowed 
resistance from the pulpit of Al-Azhar mos-

WASHINGTON, March 18 (Agencies)^

Amfinn Nesset, 46, described by f»ychiat- 
rists as an eiuorional misfit with suppressed 
aggressions, received the severest sentenoe 
under Norwegian law. He was also seotenred 
to spend 10 more years under superrision. 
The trial, which lasted 84 days, was the 
longest in Norwegian history. 


Saudia plane 
forcelands 


ROME. March 18 (Agendes) — A 
Saudi airliner cairying250 passeugeisand 
18 crew from Paris to Jeddah made an 
emergency landing at Rome's Fiunudne 
Airport Friday after the pilot was told 
there was a bomb on board, airport 
sources said. 

Paris control tower relayed an anonym- 
ous telephone warning to the Saudia Loc- 
kheed Tristar, and the pilot was given 
emergency clearance to land by 
Flumicino. 

He ordered the passengers to use the 
emergency escape chutes to empty the air- 
craft as quickly as possible. One passenger 
vras taken to hospital with a broken foot 
sustain^ in the hurried exit, but details of 
name and nationality were not immedi- 
ately available. 

This is tbe second time in a week that a 
Saudia plane has been made to make a 
forced ianding. 


BONN, March 18 (R) — Experts from 
West Germany's three cc^tion parties met 
Friday to consolidate broad agreement on 
economic policy amid increasing signs that 
rigbt-vring leadn Franz Josef Strauss would 
not ask for a top cabinet post 
The personal ambitions of the 67-year-old 
Bavarian leader have dominated the talks 
between Chancellor Helmut KohTs Christian 
Democrats (CDU), Strauss' Christian Social 
Union (CSU) and the weakened Free Demo- 
crats (I^P) since the conservative victory in 
the March 6 general election. 

Strauss has indicated strongly that so long 
as the CSU increased its influence on the 
policies of KohTs government, his political 
goals would be fuEsiled. Asked .after late- 
night negotiations beriveen coalition leaders 
wbe^r he would stay in Bonn or return to 
Munich, a relaxed Strauss said he was waiting 
"(oc the harvest to be completed’’ before 
malting a decision. CSU par^ sources said 
Strauss was prepared to return to Bavaria, 
where he is the state's prime minister, if there 
was broad acceptance of his policy demands. 

Another indication that Strauss would not 
remain in Bonn came with tbe announcement 
by the chauman of a leading Bavarian bank 
Strauss bad said he was ready to accept a 
position on the bank's supervisory board. 

Maxiniilian HackI, chairman c^Bayersiche 
Vereinsbank, said a condition of tbe 
appointment was that Strauss remained in 
Bavaria. The Bavarian leader has expressed 
satisfaction with negotiations so far. “There 
are no dead or wounded so fax." be said 
Thursday nighL 


The United States government has started 
revising its positions in tbe negotiations with 
the Swiet Union on Euromissiles and is 
studying several options in order to prove its 
desire to negotiate seriously in Geneva. 

Sources dose to the government have 
admitted that the time is ripe for Preedent 
Ronald Reagan to take a decision and prove 
with a concrete gesture the “flexibility'* that 
he has affirmed. 

Without indications that he would come 
out in Cavorof an interim proposal, Presideot 
Iteagan has asked for a series of possible 
options to be presented to him, accorefisg to 
offidals here. 

Tbe main point for Reagan is to show good 
will following appeals from allied countries 
for continued support fbr tbe deployment of 
American missiles in Europe at the end of the 
year if tbe negotiations do not wind up suc- 
cessfully. 

The president feels that only such a 
deployment can bring Moscow around to 
making concessions. 

This feeling has been strengthened by what 
is seen here as the fin^ offensive in the 
“propaganda wai^' by Moscow to foU the plan 
to deploy Cruise and Pershing-2 missiles in 
Europe. 

Meanwhile, tbe Soviet Union Friday step- 
ped up its propaganda attacks against the 
deployment of new missiles in Europe and 
said h would retaliate if NATO plans are put 
into effect at the end of this year. A series of 
articles in official newspapers accused tbe 
Reagan administration of d^ption and fail- 
ure to negotiate seriously at Soviet- American 
talkK hi Geneva.

Living dressing to cure rare ailment 


GOLDEN, Colorado, March 18 (R) — 
Tbe worlds strongest earthquake for 18 
months, measuring nearly eight points on the 
Richter scale. Friday tah the New Britain area 
of Papua New Guinea, tbe U.S. Geological 
Survey said. No reports of casualties or dam- 
ages were leceiv^, a survey spokesman 
added. 

The quake was recorded at a preliminary 
magnitude of 7.9 on tbe open-ended scale 
and was centerd about 325 miles northeast erf 
Port Moresby, capital of ftpua New Guinea. 

Scientists at tbe Eanbquake Information 
Center in Golden said tbe quake occurred at 
7.05 p.m. (0905 GMT) and was the strongest 
since another 7.9 tremor on September 1. 
1981 in tbe Samoan Islands area about 2.500 
miles to the east of Friday's quake. 


PENNSYLVANIA, March 18 (AP) — 
Physicians are using membranes from new- 
born babies to treat a 48-year-oId woman 
whose body tissue has deteriorated because 
of a rare and often fetal sldn disease. 

Every day for tbe past two weeks, doctors 
have bandaged Cleophilljp^ diseased area 
with three amniotic membranes, which sur- 
round tbe baby in tbe mother’s uterus. 

If s tbe first rime tbe “tiving dressing" has 
been used to treat tbe disease, which is so rare 
that its inddence is unknown, according to 
Dr. Red Sflverberg of M^ee-Women’s 
Hospital in Pittsburgh. 

“Tbe disease has stopped, ifs no longer 
spread since we've been using tbe mem- 
branes. And tbe wound is healing about twice 
as feA as U normally would," Sflverberg said 
Wednesday. 

**Whbout it, I don't think she would have 
made it," said William Brown, a fiuaily 


friend. 

Ms. Phillips. 48. suffers from oecrotiznig 
fesditis, an infectious disease which is con- 
tagious in hs early st^s. 

Because she is diabetic, Ms. Phillips was 
prone to acquiring serious infections.

Syrians basking in an atmosphere of ease & relaxation 


DAMASCUS, March 18 (AP) — Syrians appear more 
willing to speak freely these days after years of intermitteDt 
army pu^s and strife between tbe govemment and Muslim 
activists. 

Despite the ever-present possibility of renewed war with 
Israel, tiie atmospIteTe in tins ancient capital is far more 
relaxed than it has been since June 1979 when the Muslin 
Brotherhood launched a cam|»ign against President Hafez 
Assad’s govenunent. 

"People are less afraid to speak openly now," observed 
one European diplomat, who dedin^ use of his name. 

One in^cation to this came in a government office on the 
eve of the 20th anoiversaty of tbe March 8 founding of S>Tia'$ 
ruling SodaGst Baath Party, when a govenuDeot offidal 
reeled off a joke that poked fnn at the party's popularity. 

The joke went like this: Assad, IJb)^ Col. Muammar 
Qadtfefi and Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak were riding 
in a jeep when suddenly they came across a lion sleeping in 
tbe road. 

Unable to drive around the lion or wake him up, each 
leader in turn went and lifted the lion's ear and whispered a 
few words. But h was only when Assad ^ke that tbe lion 
jumped up and ran off. 

A^ed by his companions what he had said, Assad — 
whose nam e means lion in Arabic — replied: “I offered him 
membership in tbe Baath Party." Such a joke would have 
been unthinkable a year ago when the toil of Baath Par^ 
offit^U who bad been assassinated by anti-government ele- 
ments had reached into tbe hundreds. 

That viplence culminated in a showdown in February 1982 
between the Muslim Brotherhood's commandos and tbe 
“Defense Brigades'* special forcesofAteatTsbrotiMrRifeat

in the Syrian town of Hama, 1 80 Idlometers north of Damas- 
cus. Mm than 1,000 persons were killed and much of the 
dty was devastated by artiUexy and tank fire. 

Tbe Israeli invasion of Lebaotti last June brought an unde- 
clared ceasefire between tbe Sunni fundamentalists and the 
government. 

As a Ttsalt, the government removed heavily armed seo 
urity police and army soldiers who had stood guard on almost 
every major street corner and at foe entrance to most gov- 
ernment offices before foe Hama battle. Also gone are the 
triple and quadruple locked steel doors on the inner offices of 


govermnent ministers. 

In a further sign of relaxation, a diplomatic source said tbe 
S^yrians had released 500 prisemers from jafl in the eastern 
city of Palmyra last December. It was not known how many 
of those who had been rounded up during tbe ' anti- 
fundamentalist campaign were still in jail. 

In January 1982, diplomatic sources say, more than 200 
army officers were rounded up and a pl^ed coup was 
thwarted — the latest of many purges in the mflitaty, which 
has provide most of Syria’s le^rs rince indepen^nce in 
1946. 

But there was no reluctance on the part of generals to 
debate Middle East politics at a diniier party recently in the 
home of Gen. Zuhair Ghazal, a top official in tbe presl^Dcy. 

The firing of the police presence has also ^rred more 
open entidsm of tbe goveromenL A taxi driver in his 20s, 
dressed in an army jacket and blue jeans, cfonplaioed about 
the lack of organization and cohesim m Syria: "Everybody 
looks after hi^lf here, tbe army, the polto, everyone. But 
itfs best 1 do not more." 

In the “Souq Al-Hamadiya," a covered market, a rug 
mefchant complained about the lack of tourtete and custom- 
ers. Iranis don't have any money to spend," he said, 

declining to give his name out of concern for his safety. But 
the Iranians do smuggle out carpets and decennted bcaes and 

jewelry to barter in Damascus. 

A sign of increasingiy dose ties between Syria and tbe 
Irapaui government of Ayatollah Khomeini is the recent 
arrival of busloads of Iranian tourists.

486 rescued in flood-hit areas

RIYADH, March 18 — Ten of the 12 chffl 
defease teams which participated in the 
rescue operations in the villages of Al-Dolom 
and Hawtat Bani Tamim, worst hit by the 
torrential rains that submerged Riyadh and 
neighboring areas from early Tuesday morn- 
ing to 8 pjn. Wednesday, were withdrawn 
after successfully saving hundreds of lives. 

King Fahd, Crown Prince Abdullah, the 
first deputy premier and commander of the 
National Guard; Prince Sultan, the second 
deputy premier and minister of defense and 
aviation and all senior state officials, particu- 


larly Riyadh Governor Prince Salman and his 
aides are closely following up the shuation 
and giving their instructions. 

A senior civil defense ^kesman said that 
their teams saved 486 lives from Al-Dolom 
and 120 from Al-Helwa villages.

The spokesman said that the men could not 
reach the disaster areas early enbu^ because 
of complete darkness and electncal wires 
which hhideied their advance.

JEDDA^ March 18 — From the King- 
dom's foreign service to the leadership of a 
major eDterprising Saudi Arabian group 
cottid be a long way, but not so foi Hani 1 
Emam who has made a success of it with rapid 
diverrification and is awaiting government 
approval for coovertu^ it into a public body. 

“We are extremely interested in tbe con- 
cept of public companies which the govern- 
ment is encour^ing. The government desires 
that businesses should really go public and 
that every new business be established on 
public company lines, to give the ordinary 
investor an opportuni^ to find an outlet for 
his investment” Emam said in an interview 
witiiAnbNewt. “The Kingdom has achieved 
a great deal of infrastiucraral progr e ss and 
dewiopment of any business is now wi thin 
tbe readi of enterprisers,” he added. 

£iq>laining why he wants to go public. 
F-fnam said; *^1 can take pride in saying that I 
never approached business as a lone wolf. We 
have always approached bosiness together, as 
a group c>f people, thereby broadening the 
concept of sharing risks and reward.” 

Talking about his own group — Saudi 
Tedmical Services and Trading (CTST) and a 
group of companies, Emam said he is now 
conceotiating on bringing the entire group 
under one holding entity concept 

“We do have limitations. How much we 
can do in this respect is anybody's guess,” he 
explained. **What we can immediately do is 
to consolidate 100 percent on the activities 
that are being undertaken by tbe Saudi Ara- 
bians, but we cannot consolidate the foreign 
shareholders' interests in the individual 
activities under one banner. 

“The foreign capital investment regula- 
tions prohibit a foreign shareholder from 
d(^g a business or sharing a buaness that is 
outside the licensed activity,” Emam added. 
“So, if be is a shareholder with me in a ship- 
ping company, he cannot become a sharehol- 
der in insurance, manufacturing, banking or 
any other activity.” 

What he is envisagiDg, Emam said, is a 
single holding entity run by a Saudi Arabian 
group with different subsidiary operations. 
The subsidiaries will be in tbe fonn of limited 
liability in which the holding company win 
have a majority shareholdiDg. There could be 
different foreign partners in different 
activities. 

Such a consolidation, he said, will "help us 
pool our resources in an effective manner and 
new fields of business activities can be plan- 
ned.” Emam said. 

The STST is the sole proprietary concern 
of Emam, who since 1 971 has been a promot- 
ing partner for all its existing group of com- 
panies, handling corporate as well as local 
management affairs for virtually all the 
group's Saudi Arabian ventures, including 
finance, central accounts, audit, taxation. 
goveroiiKat relations, marketing, etc. It also 
provides management support services for 
almost all the group members, including 
headquarters facilities. 

The STST 's commercial vehicles division 
distributes Mack trucks of the United States, 
Tata trucks and buses of India, and 
Hercules-Butler trailers and dump equip- 
ment of the United States. Its forniture divi- 
sion distributes products of Orexel Heritage 
Furnishings Inc. of the U.S..

MANAGUA, March 18 (AP) — As many 
•'as 1,500 Nicaraguan 'exiles have invaded 
Qortheni pcmts along the Honduran border 
and have-been fi|jidng regular army troops 
for the past two weeks, a government leader 
said Thursday. 

Rafael Cordova Rivas, a member of the 
ruling three- man Sandinista leftist junta, said 
the force conasting of 500 to 1.500 exiles 
“were prc^bly airlifud” into Nicaragua 
from across the Honduran border. 

Cordova Rivas made the statement to 
reporters after a ceremony when the new 
Honduran ambassador. Hector Pineda 
Lopez,' printed credentials. When asked 
nbouf it,- Pineda Lopez denied the report. 

‘*Tbe counterrevcdutionaiy bands that 
penetrated Nicaragua firoro Honduras are 
(wly pre s s rumors," ^eda Lopez said and 
refold to elaborate.' 

Coirdova Rivas said he had reports of ftght- 
ing-arouDd Matagalpa, a city 81 miles nonh 
of the ca|»tal, and in the neartry towns of San 
Dionisk), San Ramon, Matiguas, San Jose dc 
lasMnlas and Esquipulas. Other government 
stnirces, who asked not to be identified b>' 
nvne for diplomatic reasons, said three army 
troops and five civOians have been killed in 
the - fighring- 

. “There is still doubt as to bow the anii- 


Sandinistas came in, but we think they were 
probably airlifted across the northern bor- 
der," Cordova Rivas said. “Wc understand 
that what they're trying to do with this offen- 
sive is to form an internal front supplied from 
the northern border." 

Cordova Rivas claimed there was “heavy 
fighting" in the area, but he gave no details. 
Illations between Nicaragua and Hondura.s, 
and the United States, have steadily worse- 
ned since the SandinLstas came to power in 
1979. 

The Rcmgan administration cut off all aid 
to Nicaragua in 1981, accusing the Sandtnis- 
tas of helfnng funnel ^viet and Cuban milit- 
ary aid to leftist guerrillas fighting for power 
in neighboring El Salvador. 

Sai^inista spokesmen have denied this and 
instead accused the United States and Hon- 
duras of trying to overthrow the Nicaraguan 
government by encouraging several thousand 
exiles to mount raids inside Nicaragua from 
havens in Honduras. 

Honduras and other neighboring countries 
have also been expressing concern o\*er a 
huge military buildup with Soviet and Cuban 
help far beyond Nicaragua's defense needs. 
The United States has bwn increasing milit- 
ary aid to El Salvador and Honduras as a 
resulL 


Opens border 

ABIDJAN, March 18 (R) — Liberian 
head of state Samuel Doe ordered the re- 
opening of the border with Sierra Leone 
which he dosed last month after a Freetown 
magazine falsely reported he had killed his 
wife. Doc's announcement was broadcast by 
Monrovia's Elwa radio station, monitored 
here. 

He also ordered the withdrawal of some 
3,500 Liberian troops who were dispatched 
to the frontier at the height of the crisis. " We 
have...directed the minister of national 
defense and the chief of defense staff to with- 
draw the troops from the border effective 
immediately to allow the normal flow of 
traffic and movement of people by land, air 
and sea," Doe said. 

The border was closed on Feb. 2 1 after the 
Freetown weekly Progre s s published an arti- 
cle suggesting Doe had shot dead his wife 
Nancy for Dying to poison him. She has since 
been seen in public. 

Doe said his decision followed talks with 
African leaders at last week's nonaligncd 
summit in New Delhi. He said he had t^n 
insulted by the indifference shown by the 
Sierra Leone government. President Siaka 
Stevens briefly detained the editor of Prog - 
ress but made it dear he felt Doe's reaction to 
an artide in an independent journal was 
exaggerated. 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AP) — An 
American human rights group said the 
Guatemalan Army is carrying out "virtually 
indiscriminate murder of the Indian popula- 
tion as pan of its effoR to padfy the coun- 
tryside. 

The charge was made by two members of 
Americas Watch, a privately sponsored 
human rights group, who recendy ^nt a 
week interviewiDg Guatemalan refogecs liv- 
ing in southern Mexico. 

Stephen L Kass, a New York attorney, and 
Robert K. Goldman, a law professor at 
American University, outlined their findings 
at a news conference. 

Claiming an improved human rights situa- 
lion in Guatemala, the Reagan administra- 
tion lifted an embargo on arms sales to the 


Central American countiy earlier this year. 

Kass said the prindpaJ feature of the 
Guatemala govemmenfs rural pacification 
program is the "‘virtually indiscriminate mur- 
der of men, women and chOdren of any farm 
regarded by the army as possibly supportive 
of ittsuigents.” 

Based on the refugee interviews, Kass said 
rural wcxnen suspected of guerriDa em- 
pathies are frequently assaulted before being 
shot and •• childr en aie treated in the most 
brutally imaginable way." 

"They are thrown into burning homes. 
Hiey are thrown in the air and speared with 
bayonets. We heard many, many stories of 
diOdren being picked up tb' ankles and 
swung against poles so their heads are des- 
troyed." Kass said. 


Australia to normalize Soviet ties 


CANBERRA. March 18 (AFP) — Prime 
Minister Bob Hawke on Friday announced 
that Australia would move lo re-establbh 
normal relutionswith the Soviet Union which 
have been dbiupted since the former federal 
government imposed restrictionb in 1979 in 
protest at the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 

He told journalists that Australia would 
still maintain its protest uguinsi the Soviet 
Union's invasion of Afghanistan but his gov- 
ernment did not want to be placed in the 
hypocriticui poaition where Australia still 
traded with the Soviet Union but dkJ not 
conJua normal relations in other fields. The 
previous government led by Malcolm Fraser 


imposed a series of bans to demonstrate its 
opposition at the Soviet Union's action. 

These included the discouragement of ath- 
letes (Miticipating in the .1980 Moscow 
Olympic Games, support of the United States 
embargo on grain sales, suspension of visits 
b>' top-ranking Soviet officials, termination 
of scientific and cultural exchanges and the 
whhdrawal of rights of Soviet cruise vessels to 
use Australian ports. 

At the same time, the Soviet Union 
remained an important customer tor 
Australian wheal, wool and mutton. Hawke 
said that the resumption of normal diploma- 
tic relations would be approached in a 
“cautious and construaive" manner. 
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Japan harbors 
ambition — Toss 

MOSCOW, March 18 (A^) — Japan 
harbors "illegitimate territorial ambition^' 
vis-a-vis the Soviet Union, the Tas$ news 
agency charged here. The Tass commentary 
singled out Japanese Education Minister 
Miisuo Setoyama for “chauvinistically’' 
proposing to the Diet that history texts 
include chapters on Japan’s claim to sonse of 
the Soviet-occupied Kurile Islands, a few 
miles off the eastern coast of Hokkaido, the 
northern main island. 

The education minister aroused the 
“ indignation of all who sufiered from Japan- 
ese aggression" by seeking lo "rewrite his- 
tory’’ for the benefit of the "militarists." 
Tasss said. 

The Soviet Union occupied the tiny 
islands, some of which are in sight of Hok- 
kaido, during World War II, and Toli^o has 
called for their restitution to Japan ever since. 
The official Soviet position maintains that 
“there is no territorial problem between 
Japan and the Soviet Union," according to 
Tass. 

Meantime, the Soviet Kommunist 
magazine criticized in its latest issue the 
stieagibening of Japan's military with the 
aim of carrying out the “aggressive policies' 
of U.S. President Ronald Reagan. 

The magazine charged that Japan “sac- 
rificed its relations with the Soviet Union 
to the imperial ambitions and caprices of its

Fburie, sent a telegram of protest to News - 
wedc offices in New York. 

Tbe telegram accused the magazine of 
“blatant representation^' of government 
policies and said tbe cover story was “little 
more than a jumbled assortment of inac- 
curacies," tbe SABC said. 

Newsweek *s correspondent for southern 
Africa, Holger Jensen, said, “I stand by the

LONDON, March 18(AFP) — England could face expulsion from the 1986 Common- 
wealth Games in Edinburgh following a dedsioo made in Loadoa Thursday. 

The Commonwealth Games Council for Engjand said in an official statement that they 
could not accept, in its entirety, the code of conduct accepted at the general assembly of the 
Games Federation in Brisbane, Australia, last October. 

The code states explidtiy that no country should allow individuals or teams to compete 
against South Africans. 

Arthur Gold, chairman of the Commonwealth Games Council for England, said: "We 
can oniy accept responsibility where we have authority, that is Commonwedth Gaines 
sports." He made it clear, however, that England could only implemeoc tbe code when 
there is no clash with international federations. 

"South Africa are still members of certain international federations, yachting, rowing 
and archery, and some of our members may have to compete against them in world 
championships." explained Gold. 

Now the English body will inform the Commonwealth Games Federation of its decision 
and, as Gold says, "We shall await events." No doubt, the sports advisory committee oft the 
Games Federation, who meet in London on April 12, will discuss the English dedsioo at 
^some length. ^

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AFRICAN WAR AVERTED 

At long last Liberian President Saimicl Doe has agreed to 
withdraw his army from the borders with Sierra Leone and 
normalize relations with that country after nearly one month 
of tension caused by a false newspaper story. 

How much has the story cost the two countries will never be 
known precisely because the Liberian government will be 
reluctant to reveal the price it had to pay for its unjusUOable 
reactioa. 

The whole sad episode started when Prograss, a weekly 
published in neighboring Siena Leone, alleged that Doe bad 
been seen shooting his wife when driving her through Mon- 
rovia. Since the wife was abroad at the time of the shooting 
allegation, the story gained immediate currency and was used 
by international news agencies and, of course almost every 
newspaper in Africa and many abroad, including this one. 

. . " Doe was not amused. He as)»d bis wife to hasten back 
and organized a massive reception for her on arrival, at public 
expense certainly, and demanded a public apology from Sierra 
Leone's President Siaka Stevens who would not abide. The 
newspaper reporter who originated the story as well as the 
editor were imprisoned briefly to placate the raging Doe. 

There was a real chance of war between two impoverished 
states and it took top level African mediation to defuse the 
situation a little bit. But even then Doe would not mthdraw 
his army from the border areas and would not allow the people 
of both countries to resume normal links, traffic and trade. 

Finally came the nonalignraem summit in New Delhi which 
included stores of African leaders who tackled the issue 
through hours of intensive talks until Doe acceded to the 
request provided Sierra Leone promises to behave itself in the 
future. 

We hope so too, for the sake of the hapless people on both 
^ides of the border. ^

Gandhi puts new imprint on nonaligned movement

NEW DELHI — 

Prime Mnisier Indira Gandhi has put a firm new 
imprint on the nonaligned movement, but Indian 
commentators now want her to focus urgently on 
vital domestic issues. 

Mrs. Gandhi displayed poise and a corapreben- 
STve grasp of complex internationa] problems when 
she the nonaligned summit to a successful 

oondusimi here last week. She intervened person- 
aSy to patch up a potentially serious quarrel bet- 
ween 1^ and Iraq over the wording of a summit 
declaration on their Gulf war and she summed up 
the 101-member movement's polices with pas- 
sionate eloquence. 

Her pedigree for heading the movement is 
impeccable as the dau^tet of Jawaharial Nehru, 
one of hs founding fethers. In public and private, 
other oonaligoed leaders appeared convin<^ that 
as its chairman, she would command respect and 
provide dynanuc leadership. Mrs. Gandhf s embat- 
tled situation at home seemed a distant memory as 
she spoke for the Third World in condemning the 


Budesr arms race and seeking a better economic 
deal for poor countries. 

India's enhanced international reputation as a 
result of hosting the summit has been a source of 
national {Hide and a great deal of the credit went to 
the indefatigable prime minister. But her domestic 
problems, lurking in the background for the two 
weeks of the conference, have refused to disappear. 
In the noitheastern state of Assam, the situation 
remmns tense after ethnic violence surrounding 
state elections last month when at least 2,700 per- 
scms were killed and more than 300.000 tost their 
homes. 

Mrs. GaodhTs Congress (1) Party won power in 
Assam, but mflitam Assamese groups boycotted 
the elections and the non-Communist political par- 
ties are callmg for the state assembly to be dissol- 
ved. Opposition to tiie poU, called by Mrs. Gandhi 
after a year of direct central government rule, 
stemmed from claims by the militants that the elec- 
toral rolls included illegal immigrants. They have 
been campaigning for years for the eviction of 
immigrants, ^ed aliens mainly from the former 
East Pakistan, now Bangladesh. 


Mis. Gandhi is also facing the continuing agita- 
tion in the northern farming state of Punjab, where 
militant Sikhs are demanding religious and political 
concessions. The prime minister agreed before the 
Stan of the nonaligned summit to meet some of the 
religious demands, ioduding allowing Sikhs to carry 
symbolic daggers on Indian domestic flights. But 
there has been no agreement on the political 
demands, which include greater autonomy for Pun- 
jab and the ioclusion of other Punjabi-speaking 
areas into the state. 

The Times ef Imga newspaper said-in an editorial 
that as nonal^ed chairman Mrs. Gandhi would 
have to devote some of her time to the movement in 
general and to follow-up action on the summit’s 
decisions in particular. 

“But her first, indeed overiding, prioriQr must be 
to come to grips with some of the extremely urgent 
problems at home which have perhaps inevitably 
been neglected during the period when ... the sum- 
mit went on practically round-the-dock,” it said. 

But Mrs. Gandhi clearly feels uigenr domestic 
issues were not neglected during the meeting. 


Replying to a questioner at a post-sununit press 
coi^rence who asked whether she had had tinie to 
attend the matters of state, she said: “There is not a 
sin^ paper outstaadmg." But The Times pf Media, 
pressing its point, sai± “It must be said tfa^'.any 
further delay in dealing with the almost litecally 
burning problems of A^am as wen as the expiomc 
situation in Ihmjab will be fraught with the gravest 
danger.”

SDP alliance has edge in crucial Darlington poll

DARLINGTON — 
Britain's political leaders are descending on this 
small northern town for an event that could deier- 
miae prospects for the next general eleaion. 

Obinet ministers, opposition leaders and past or 
prospective prime ministers are all journeying from 
London to campai^ in a parliamentary l^-elcction 
which ordinarily might excite little passion. But on 
the result of the March 24 ballot, necestitated by 
the death of member of pariiament Ted Fletcher, 
may hang the date P^e Minister Margaret 
Thatcher chooses to seek re-election, the future of 
Michael Foot as opposition Labor Party leader and 
the fate of the new centrist alliance of the Liberal 
Party and the new Social Democratic Party (SDP). 

The alliance scored a stunning by-election upset 
last month by seujog from Labor tKe London dock- 
land seat of Bermondsey. 

It hopes now to con&m its rise — checked last 
year 1^ the patriotic fervor over (he Falklands War

with possibly profound repercussions for the two 
major parties. 

“Why is half the cabinet coming here.” a local

and William Roijgers, have all made repeated trips 
to the town. 

None of the parties could have picked a trickier 
place than Oariingtoa upon which to pin any hopes. 
Isolated from the heavy industri^ areas of north- ' 
east Englaiul by encircling farmland, it has an air of 
aloofhess. Most of the candidates agree its 66.000 
voters are inscrutable. Labor’s Ted Fletcher, who 
held the seat with a margm of 1,052 votes at the 
1*979 general election, was the town’s member of 
parliament for 19 years until his death last month. 
But for 1 3 years before that, Darlington voted Con- 
servative. 

Four out of five of its biggest employers are id 
heavy eogineeriog. aptly for a town usually 
described as Britain's "biitbplace of the railways,” 
where the first steam-powered train ran from 
nearby Stockton to DarUogton in 1825. 

But Darlington is also still a ouuket town, a place 
of sedate Victorian Gothic archiiectuTe where cat- 
tle are sold beneath the town clock at the twice- 
weekly auction. Uneraployment has not ravaged 
Darlii^on as harshly as it has the rest of the north- 
east but the issue dominates the election. 


Brazil’s liberties laced with contradictions

BRASILIA — 

After almost a decade of stria repression, the 
military-backed government of Brazil has restored 
most faeedoms, moring the country ahead in indus- 
try and vowing a return to civiliao rule. But even 
today, the Uberties are laced with contradictiotis. 

March 31 marks 19 years since the military 
staged a U.S.-supponed coup, ousting the democ- 
ratically elected but left-leaning govemmeat of 
Joao Goulait. With promises to save the country 
from communism, end corruption and restore 
economic order, the military leaders received wide- 
spread public backing. 

Eleaions last November — for governors, mem- 
bersofCongressandstate legislatures. and munid- 
pal officials — were the most wide-ranging since the 
takeover. The Communist Party is illegal in Brazil 
but operates openly. Police make spor^ic raids on 
Communist publications, and last December the 
Sao Pauk) authorities arrested more than 50 Com- 
munists attending a party meeting.

Another 
story accused tbe same organization of being 
behind a scam to skim money from a government 
project. 

Tbe intelligence service denies any wrongdoing 
in either case.

Movies still pass through a censorship council. 
Tbe^ controversial film Aw Fmte BnuiL, which 
depicts scenes of torture during the repressive 
years, was released almost a year after it was first 
banned. 

The militaiy leaders have pushed this country of 
125 million people far ahead technologically, turn- 
ing a mainly agricultural economy into a seozi- 
industrialized one. The price tag has been inflation, 
which was 81 peioent when the militaty took over 
and now is more than 1 QO percent. Tbe foreign debt 
is the highest in the Third World, with the govern- 
ment putting tbe figure at just under $90 billion. 

On the other side, the moves toward aviiian rule 
have led to some interesting twists. President Joao 
Figueiredo in 1979 granted political amnes^ to 
thousands of government opponents who had been 
forced to flee the country or were jailed ^fter tbe 
coup.

Figueiredo has called for a political truce and said 
he wants tbe country's problems to be resolved 
through dialogue.

The origin of the word **coffee'* is popu- 
lariy tboii^t to be de^ed from Ka^ the 
name of a town in Abysdnia.

East India companies and the Arabian, Egyp- 
tian and Indian traders. Indeed, few Euro- 
peans were yet to be seen in tiiis teeming 
entrepot, and those who were found condi- 
tioDS harsh: “...a heD of heat and humid air, of 
infected drinking water and without a breath 
of wind". 

By 1 660, however, Mocha coffee had come 
to be included in the sales hsts of the English 
East India Company, and thereafter rivalry 
for it am<^ the Freoch, Dutch, Portuguese 
and Engli^ reflecting the larger battle for 
cnmme^l supremacy in the Indian Ocean, 
became intense. In 1706, after successfully 
petitioning the tmam of Yemen, the Dutch 
opened a fectory at Modia and were g^ven 
the right to export 600 bales of coffee a year 
free of customs duty. In 1708/9 a French 
factory was also established and, soon there- 
after, the Portuguese and English frdlowed 
SUit.'ii 

Between about 1720 And Jl7^s Euippean. 
trade, in Mocha coffee readied record prop- 
ortions!. and it is from this time (1733) diat we 
have one of the first reports, an English 
coffee agent of the East India Compai^, of 
ths jnenraflkig conditions. Alighting from his 
ship, the agent immediately became aware of ' 
the oommerdal competition which lay ahead,

Hie wan, by whidi Mocha is completely 
sunounded, is not.more than 16 feet high 
toward the sea, thoug h on the landward side 
it may fo some places be double that height 
Tbe two forts that guard the harbor sfrmd *' 
about IVi miles asunder. 

The houses of the lower class are drcular 

huts composed of wickerwork, oover^ male 
with mate, and sometimes 00 the outside with 
a little clay. The roofs are umfozinty 
thatched; and in frvxDt eadi has a anaD area or 
yard fenced off. AH tbe public bufl^ngs face 
tbe sea, and consist efaie^ of public edifices.

In the buaars are extended rows of camek 
and asses, and the large coarse sheep of

the balf-wom shield of other days. Besides, 
there are the caravanserais and coffee 
houses, whh groups of townsmen and traders 
redining on couches of the date-lea^ smok- 
their small hookahs, tipping their Ids^er, 
and perpetually strold^ tteir beards. 

Later, when Mocha had reached tiie peak 
of its pros p erity, although the production of 
coffee was DOW actually bejpmuDg to decline, 
we learn that the triers, having disem- 
barked at tbe quayside, walked past the Amir 
Al Bahr*s (Port Officer's) house and to the 
coffee iwMar of tbe town, which was com- 
po^ of “two great courts with covered gal- 
leries. "It was from here, after protracted 
bargaining, and after tbe quantity and price 
of the had been agreed to, that the 

coffee was taken to the customs house, near 
the sea gate, and garbled — cleared of peb- 
bles and chaff by tieving — before being 
rq^acked into sa^ and loaded onto the 
ships. 

Now, at the zenith of Mocha's often fluc- 
tuating fortunes, tbe endosing wafl still 
stood. TlteTe were five gateways: the Bab 
SahiZ, (the Sea Gate); Toe Bab Saghir, (the 
Small Gate); the Bab Al Amudy and tbe Bab 
Sandal, named after two holy men; and Bab 
Shadili, all of which were defended by bas- 
tions on which 12 or 14 cannons were 
mounted. With the walls about 10,000 
inhabitants went about their daily routine, 
going to and from the European fectories, 
seelong an audience up at the governoi's 
house, where 600 soldiers paraded every day 
between noon and 2 p jn. and from where the 
governor set out on Fridays with an escort of 
200 hoisemeo to pray at Shadflfs mosque, or 
shopjMng in the main street where, in two- 
meter square shops general traders, carpen- 
ters, clothiers, sandal makers, armorers, 
tilver, copper and blacksmiths plied their 
trade. 


Then, inevhably, because a better quality 
coffee had been discovered in Java, and 
partly because the European coffee traders 
were becoming increasingly disiliutioned 
with what they oonsidered to be extortionate 
taxes levied on their purchases tty successive 
governors of Mocha, the vrealth aiid fame of 
Mocha went imo an irreversible decline. 

At the end of the 19th century, the decay- 
ing, demoralized coffee port was ftuther 
afflicted by an earthquake, and by diolera 
epidemics. Its population to 5,000. 

of whom only S(X) lived vritiiintiie walls, axxi 
the once pro^rous coffee merchuts' 
houses were now “like skeletons, revealing 
their emptiness and their great rooms, once 
ornamented with rich lattice work, are left 
gaping, open to the sky..." 

The Mocha of today, which I know well, 
has indeed a haunting, sad appearance. The 
low-l]nng peninsular arm to tbe south of the 
town is submerged, and there is nothing to be 
seen of the CMa* Abdurrab Fort. The draw- 
bridge by which entry to the town was made 
from the sea is gone. The palm trees are few 
in oiunber; inde^ there are searoely a doren 
in the vicinity to bear witness to the three 
million that once exosted. Torrential r ain, 
some fifty years ago, had swept the others 
away, and many of the public buildings and 
traders' houses too. 

Yet outside the town, amongst the ruins in 
tbe mounds of sand, the well-defined, well 
preterved mosque of Sheikh Siadili, proud in 
its isolation and enduring veneration, con- 
tinues to be in daily use. (So too, ^thin the 
town, are fourteen other mt»ques). 

And 1 like to think that when the ‘ Amii, the 
nwjUs and the few remaining inh^haots 
make their way out there to pray, they spare a 
thought for Sheikh Shadili, tbe foun^r of 
Mocha, this once famous Arabian coffee 
port

Indian Ocean states want 
share in Antarctic wealth

LONDON (LOS) — States around tbe 
Indian Ocean intend to challenge tbe Soiiel 
Union and 10 other countries which claim 
exclusive rights to control, develop and 
exploit tbe resources of Antarctica. 

Tbe island republic of Seychelles, encour- 
aged by neighbors, has undertaken to con- 
vene a meeting of regiona] governments 
mteiesied in forming an “Indian Ocean 
alliance'' for explohatioo of Antarctica. Dr. 
Maxim Ferrari, foreign minister of the 
Seychelles, said in as interview the main pur- 
pose of the alliance would be to cooperate in 
pursuit of economic, political and strategic 
objectives. 

These objectives would include staking a 
collective claim on beblaf of tbe Indian 
Ocean nations to join any international prog- 
ram for exploring and exploiting the territory 
and resources of the Antarctic land mass 
where oil, uranium and other mineral 
deposits are expected to be found. 

“Tbe nations of tbe Indian Ocean are uni- 
que in that they have no outlets to tbe north," 


he said. “We can only move to tbe south and 
that's why. in all justice, we believe we have a 
right to share in the development of tbe 
Antarctic continent, which belongs to no 
single nation but to mankind." 

Antarctica is one of tbe few parts of the 
world where East and West are working 
together to preserve peace and where 
demilitarization arrangements are respected. 

Twelve nations claiming either territory or 
scientific interest in tbe continent negotiated 
a treaty in 1 959 establishing rules for orderty 
international administration and aaivity in 
tbe region. Tbe pact reserved all Antarctic 
territory south of latitude 60 degrees for 
peaceful purposes: prorided for cooperation 
in scientific research; and froze all territorial 
claims and rights. 

The 12 countries are tbe United States, tbe 
Soviet Union, Britain, France, Japan. 
Australia, New Zealand, Norway, Belgium. 
Argentina. Chile and South Africa. Later 
Poland and West Germany were allowed to 
join the group because of their sdenti& 
interest.

Scramble for choice spots 

Singapore plans mass rapid transit

SINGAPORE (Depthnews) — This tiny 
island state is opting for a future track to 
make some sense out of its worsening traffic 
congestion and public transportation. 

As Singapore prepares itself for the 21st 
ceohiiy — when more vehicles and people 
are expected to take to now congested streets 
— plans are being finalized for the construc- 
tion of a mass rapid transit (MRT). 

Already, it has fueled fears among some 
120,000 Singaporeans who have applied for 
government-built high-rise apartments. But 
the real estate industry is scrambling for 
choice spots near the MRT line, while other 
critics continue to debate the wisdom of a 
new iransportaiion system over traditional 
ones which are much cheaper. 

Potential high-rise dwellers say the trans- 
portation projea will siphon off badly 
needed materiak and labor, thus slowing the 
housing program. But government officials 
msist the MRT is relatively capital-intensive 
axul would largely rely on imported skilled 
labor. Official say the housing program 
would be under implementation by the time 
construction on the MRT begins. 

Current plans call for construction of the 
$2.5 billion MRT to begin by 1984-85, at the 
very latest. Offirials believe that, with the 
early construction, contracts can be awarded 
at relatively competitive costs because 
work-starved contractors are willing to 
accept lower profit margins during the pres- 
ent ^obal recession. Early construction could 
also help avoid serious road congestions 
later. 

According to Mass Rapid Transport 
Autiiority sources, skilled foreign workers 
and contractors, especially Korean and 
Japanese, will be used because much of tbe 
construction technique is not available loc- 
ally. Already, the Koreans and Japanese have 
industriously snared large chunks of several 
other Singapore projects like Raffles Qty, 
Cbangi Anpoit, and the East Coast Parkway 
Land Reclamation. 

Not surprisingly, 1 8 worried local contrac- 
tors recently established Core Star Ltd., with 
gl miliioD in paid-up capital. Tbe company 
wiD coordinate each contractor's activities, 
share expertise, and compete for big tunnel- 
ing jobs. Others are urging tbe government to 
ensiD^ joint venture Itetween local and fore- 
ign buSders, seen as mandatory to facilitate 
technolo^ transfer. 

Meanwhile, since the government’s deci- 
sion on tbe MRT, it is reported that develop- 
ers have begun scrambting for sites near 
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MRT lines and stations. Land prices are 
expected to increase for property with eaty 
access to MRT lines. 

Overall, Singapore appears cautious 
against repeating Hong Kong's mistakes in 
1976-77 when rapid construction of the 
underground raihvay largely overheated the 
construction industry and economy. 
Nevertheless, the Real Estate Developers 
Association welcomes the project since it 
would help stimulate real estate development 
out of the doldrums. 

Undoubtedly, there are parallels between 
Singapore's MRT and Hong Kong's Mass 
Transit Railways since both have densely 
populated small islands as their theater of 
operation. But thereafter the differences 
begin. 

For example, like everything else, Hong 
Kong's transport policy is dictated by market 
forces with little coordination among compet- 
ing modes of transport. Faced with unequal 
competition from buses, ferries and care, 
Hong Kong's Mass Transit Railways is ye^fo 
develop its full potentiaL ln.$ngBpore, how- 
ever, indications are that a vrell-coordinated 
and integrated transport master plan will be 
formulated, as both the “Singapore Bus Ser- 
vices" and the MRT Authority are state- 
owned. Hence, the uhimate outcome would 
be the optimum use of transport capacity, 
reliable and comfortable service for commut- 
ers and a satisfactory return in government 
investmenL 

Evidently, the MRTs $2.5 billion price- 
tag exceeds one-third of the island's hard- 
earned foreign exchange reserves slightly. In 
addition, tbe Singapore government spent 
approximately $5 mfllion over a 15-year 
period on several MRT and transport studies. 

Tbe government will shoulder the entire 
cost of tbe MRTs constniaion. Indeed, tbe 


finances could easily be provided by the sale 
of Marina South, 255 hectares of prime 
reclaimed land near the city center. At a 
minimum of $7,000 per square meter, 
Marina South would net $19 billion, more 
than enough for the one-time cost of building 
and equipping the system. 

It is reckoned that since the MRT will 
relieve traffic congestion, it will help Marina 
South realize its foil potential and enhance 
the land premium. 

Since 1976. the government has eng^ed 
several transportation consultants separately 
to study the MRTs implications. Hitherto, 
the government has held back, partly because 
one study advised that an improved all-bus 
network could cope with projected increases 
in passenger traf^ for an indefinite period. 
The implication was that the government had 
a breathing spell to further study the problem 
and its ramifications on the economy. 

However, the latest Comprehensive 
Traffic Study concludes that an all-bus net- 
work would encounter serious problems well 
before 1 990. A major reason: its propoitents 
erroneously assume ideal road travel s^eds 
and boarding times. Moreover, the better 
educated and affluent Singaporeans of 
tomorrow would expect more reliable, effi- 
cient and comfortable transportation services 
that can be provided by an all-bus network. 

Overall, the all-bus network appears an 
uninspiring option for many Singaporean 
leaders raised on the island's “progressive, 
innovative, and hard-headed problem- 
solving" tradition. 

However, the consensus of opinion in the 
government previously held that al! dieaper 
options must be exhausted before embark^ 
on the relatively expensive, MRT, an invest- 
ment which overshadows all others as the 
republic prepares itself for the 21st century. 


Bureaucrats sabotaging 
Soviet ejficiency drive

MOSCOW (LOS) — A major Soviet 
experiment to increase labor productivity 
and reduce overmanning in fectories has run 
into serious difficulties to tbe public dismay 
of hs champions. 

Tbe Soviet Umon's economic priority at 
tbe moment is to increase efficiency of pro- 
duction to offset an acute shortage of labor 
and rapidly rising raw material costs. The way 
in which an experiment directly targeted 
against one of tb^ problems has almost run 
into tbe ground is an example of tbe difficul- 
ties that await partial attempts to reform the 
Soviet economic system. 

Nearly Itiyears agoachemicalscomplex at 
Shcbekhio in tbe Tula region south of Mos- 
cow staned to experiment with a system that 
was supposed to rid h of excessive laUv. Tbe 
idea was that if fewer workers could achieve 
the same of greater production, they would 
be rewarded with pan of the wages that had 
been saved. 

The experiment worked. The chemicals 
fdant has trimmed its workforce by 2,000 
since 1967 — from 7,000 to 5,000. Labor 
productivity has risen four times, output 
three times and labor discipline, according to 
tbe plant’s own workers, has also greatly 
improved. 

If tbese results are so satisfectory why 
hasn't tbe experiment been more widely 
copied? Ckiuntrywide application of the 
Sbebekino metb^ has apparent released 
only a million workers for redeployment. 
This is less than 3 percent of all workers 
engaged in industrial production. 

Onty 4,000 of tbe country's mdustriai 
associations and enterprises have gone over 
to the Shchekino method and many of them, 
according to tbe Moscow press, in only a haL 
fbearted way. A major di^ulty has bran the 
reluctance tk industrial managers to get rid of 
workers who may be without real jobs but 
whom they nevertheless regard as an essen- 
tial reserve for emergencies. 

If a fectoiy*s production has been beltf up 
because of poor supplies — a common 
occurrence — it may have to catch op with its 
plan in a mighty ni^ known as “stonning". 
For storming h helps to have as many ha n ds 


as possible, even if they spend much of the 
rest of the year doing nothing veiy worth- 
while. 

A big labor force also helps a factory man- 
ager meet (be regular crisis calls for industrial 
labor to help out farms at peak moments of 
tbe harvest. A factory whose labor is all sinew 
and bone could not detach several hundred 
men for farm work without doing its own 
production plans considerable damage. 

Tbe experiment has alro been limited from 
the start by one very important considera- 
tion. There was never any idea that workers 
released by tbe Shchekino method should be 
left jobtess and forced to move in search of 
work elsewhere. The 2,000 men and women 
liberated at the ShcbeldDO chemicals com- 
plex were all absorbed by new projects 
nearby. 

Full employment is the basis of tbe 
unspoken social contract that has grown up 
between government and governed in the 
Soviet Union. To introduce what in tbe West 
is called fr'actional unempictyment on the 
necessary scale would be highly unpopular 
and very difficult to reconcile with official 
ideology. 

But tbe Shchekino method has ai<» suf- 
fered at the hands of tbe central bureaucracy. 
Last month no less a person than Ivan Yunak, 
bead of tbe Tula region party organization 
and a member of tbe central committee for 
over 20 years, went on television to blast tbe 
State committee for labor and wages, Moscow 
ministries and planning bodies for holding 
bade tbe Shchekino method even in the plant 
that bad initiated it. 

Tbe plant is now in a dassic Catch 22 situa- 
tioD. With its workforce now down to 5,000 it 
would like to reduce it further but h has been 
told by Moscow that under existing wage reg- 
ulations it win fall into an inferior category if 
it does so, and both wage levels and other 
benefits would have to be lowered as a result. 

Pravda recently printed complaints of a 
similar sort. Tte experiment's original 
guidelines, it said, had by now been worked 
over and rewritten seven times by the Com- 
mittee for Labor and as a result bad become 
“cumbersome and hard to understand". In 
some cases the alterations had destroyed the 
original purpose of tbe experiment.

U.S. trade in the red 


to tune of $8 billion 


WASHINGTON, March 1 8 (Agencies) — 
The broadest measure of U.S. foreign trade 
plunged into deficit last yearfor the first time 
since 1979, pulled down by a record drop at 
the end of year, the govemment reported 

Thursday. A top Commerce Department 
economist said the deficit likely would 
: worsen to a record in 1983. 

The 1982 deficit totaled $8.1 biOion for all 
• trade iv goods, services and other financial 
. traosactums, a shift from the S4.S billion 
surplus of 1981. The defidt for the fourth 
quarter alone was $6.1 billioD, the bluest 
quarterly shortfall analysts could find 

Conunerce Undersecretary Robert Dede- 
ridCtWho^ department comjnled the report, 
indicated lower U.S. payments for oil imports 
could be bringii^ *‘a tempor^ strengthen- 
ing of the balance for trade in merchandise 
done during the current Januaiy-March 
quarter.' 

However, he said, “a deficit of over $20 
bSBion is likely for aD of 1 983” for the overall 
ba]ance.of payments — well above theSM.S 
billion record for 1978. 

U.S. trade in merchandise alone has been 
in defidt every year since 197S. The report 
also said'that.for the year as a whole. U.S. 
imports of foreign goods and services 
d^ined to $350.3 billion from the previous 
year’s $361.8 billion. But the defidt grew 
because exports declined even foster — to 
$350.1 bfllion from $372.9 billion. 

In another development, the U.S. Senate 
Thursday overwhelnungly^opteda$5.1 bil- 
lion piibUc works program to beat the reces- 
sion in the United States. 

The plan, approved by 82 votes to 1 6,

WB lends %97m to 4 states 


WASHINGTON, March 18, (R) — The 
World Bank has approved loans totaling 
$97.4 mini on for projects in four African 
countries, indudii^ $60 million to assist a 
housing project in Morocco. 

The other loans are for Cameroon, 
Guinea-Bissau and Zambia. The bank said in 
a statement that Morocco's project would 
help Credit Immobilier et Hotelier, a mort- 
gage bank, extend credit for 1 3,000 proposed 
housing units. 

The loan to Morocco is for 1 7 years, includ- 
ing four years of grace, at an annual interest 
rate linked to borrowing costs. Cameroon 


will receive a 20-year. $20 million loan at an 
annual interest rate of 1 1 .6 percent to sup- 
port projects in Doula and the Yaounde. 

Projects in Guinea-Bissau and Zambia will 
receive $13.1 million and $4.3 millioa. 
respectively, from the international 
development association, a World Bank 
affiliate. The project in Guinea-Bissau would 
promote petroleum exploration, and Zambia 
would use its funds to support a feasibility 
study of the Maamba colliery, the bank said. 

The bank said its loan would allow a four- 
year grace period and charge an annual inter- 
est rate linked to the cost of borrowing.

ACP’s discontent bodes ill for Lome pact 


BUENOS AIRES. Mareh 18 (AP) — The 
military regime imposed price owitrols on cer- 
tain manufacturers and producers Thursday 
in an effort to slow record inflation that saw 
consumer prices rise 30 percent in the year's 
first two months. 

The action came in a resolution issued by 
the economy ministry affecting 1,031 major 
producers of goods ranging from machinery 
to foodsnifos. 

The resolution fixes limits on how much 
the affected industries can raise prices during 
the coming nine months. The monthly limit 
for the next three months is nine percent, 
followed by four months of eight percent 
hikes and two months of seven percent mar- 
kups. 

The controls envision a 161 percent infla- 
tion rate for the year, which is ju^ one per- 
centage point above what the regime prom- 
ised International Monetary Fund authorities 
trying to help Argentina refinance its $38 
bUlton foreign debt. 

The companies affected by the resolution 
receive credit benefits in return for com- 
pliance. The interest rate they pay on money 
riready borrowed from the central bank is 
lowered from 1 1 to 9 percent a month. 

Tlie bank will extend new credits to the 
affected companies at 6 percent a month 
interest. Consumer prices rose 209 percent 
here last year — the second year in row this 
country had the world's hiehest inflation. 


BRUSSELS, March 18 (R) — A special 
pact once held up as a shining example of 
partnership between the European 
Economic Communit)' and more than 60 of 
its former colonies has run into problems that 
threaten its future. 

Discontent among African, Caribbean and 
Pacific (ACP) signatories of the Lome Con- 
vention, as the pact is called, has in the past 
given rise to a few gnimblings. But in the last 
few months their disquiet over parts of the 
Lx>me Convention, which covers special trade 
concessions as well as direct aid from the 
community, has broken out into the open and 
could develop into a full-scale row. diplomats 
say. 

“There is no doubt that current tensions 
have soured the atmosphere of cooperation," 
one community diplomat said. 

ACP diplomats blame the tensions on 
economic recession and what they see as lack 
of political commitment among member 
states toward development issues. 

Both they and community officials are con- 
cerned that unless the problems of the pres- 
ent five-year accord are resolved, talks later 
(his year on a new convention could be seri- 
ously undermined. 

Later this month the community’s execu- 
tive commission will put forward its 
guidelines for a new Lome to replace the 
present one that expires at the end of 1984 
and ACP diplomats say these will be crucial 
to the future. "The attitude they take will 
decide whether we can enter a new phase of 
cooperation, create a new basis together. 


which wiU take us to the end of the century." 
one ACP diplomat said. 

Under the Lome Convention, which dates 
back to 1975 but whose origios started with 
the community in 1 958, the Common Market 
grants the 63 ACP countries duty-free access 
for industrial goods, special concessions on 
farm products and wide-ranging financial and 
technical cooperation. A large part of the 
community's annual aid payments of about 
$13 billion goes to the pact — a sum more 
than twice that provided by the United 
States, according to community statistics. 

Ironically, the main bone of omtention is 
the "Stabex" agreement which the commun- 
ity hoped would be used as a model for the 


rest ot the world to copy, commission officials 
say. Under Stabex, commodity-producing 
ACP countries were to be guaranteed steady 
revenue for their exports of raw materials 
through complex financial anangements. 

But severe recession in the West coupled 
with a drastic fall in the price of commodities 
like cofiee and coca have strained the qrs- 
tem's resources almost to breaking point 

In 1981. applications for refunds through 
the system totaled more than $450 million, 
far in excess of the $112 million set aside for 
the year, according to community statistics. 
ACP diplomats blame the failure of Stabex 
on the reluctance of the community to 
increase funds available. 


Frances plunge may drown Mauroy 


PARIS. March 1 8 (AFP) — French Pre- 
mier Pierre Mauroy's immediate political 

future seems to hinge on the continued 
weakness of the French franc. 

On the money market there are persistent 
rumors of an imminent shakeup within the 
European Monetary System (EMS) leading 
to a devaluation of the French franc and 
revaluation of the West German mark. 

After a brief lull, the French franc was 
again under fierce anach Thursday while the 
mark bumped against its maximum permitted 
levels within the' E.MS in Frankfunand Paris. 

Market analysts have been predicting for 
some months that the EMS would be 
realigned after the municipal elections in 
France and the West German general elec- 


tions earlier this month. 

But while currency speculation eased dur- 
ing the pre-election period, it has now built 
up again to fever pitch with the Bank of 
France outlaying more than 23 billion franc 
($33 billion) just between March 3 and 10 — 
1 0 times more than the previous week. 

The pressure on the franc has been heigh- 
tened tty talk of a ministerial reshuffle. Origi- 
nally. it was expected President Francois Mit- 
terrand would announce the changes 
immediately following last Sunday's seco^ 
round local elections. But observets believed 
that the surprise rebound of the left, which 
limited its losses after a disastrous first round, 
has led Mitterrand to hold off on the reshuffle 
till he speaks to the nation next March 23.

U.S. wholesale prices increase 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (Agencies) — 
American wholesale prices rose a sl^t 0.1 
peiceot in February as higher food prices 
canceled out f^h dedines in gasoline and 
fuel oil costs, the U.S. government said Fri- 
day. 

The new decline in the labor departmenf s 
producer price index for finished goo^ com- 
ing after a record one percent drop in Janu- 
ary, blosteis economists’ predictions that 
wholesale inflation might be down substan- 
dally from last year’s moderate 3.5 percent. 
Indeed, one economist predicts the year’s 
inflation rate could be as tiny as 0.1 percent, 
wbicfa would be tlw economy's best showing 
rince the 0.2 percent decline of 1963. 

In the February report, the department 
said energy costs ovenm fell 2.9 percent, tbe 
fhtfri straight monthly decline. Energy prices 
fisU a record 4.2 percent in tbe previous 
month. Fuel oQ prices were off 12 percent, 
the new report said, after plummeting 9.7 
percent. GwUne prices fell S percent, out- 
pacing tbe previous 33 percent drop. 

But natural gas, down a record 2.7 percent 
in tbe previous month, rose 3.2 percent in tbe 
new report. Those prices had soared 20.7 
percent in all of last year, largely as a result of 
oongresskmal decontrol of new^gas costs. 
Tbe energy price calculations reported Fri- 
day were actually for January and do not 
reflect any drops brought about by OreCs 


recent $5 a barrel cut in its base price for 
crude oil. Eneigy price calculations alw^ 
lag a month behind the rest of tbe index. 

Meanwhile, the European Community’s 
executive commission said Thursday in Brus- 
sels the U.S. economic upturn, lower interest 
rates and foiling oil prices offered for tbe first 
time in years tbe chance of lasting recovery in 
Europe. 

But, in a detailed analysis prepared for a 
summit meeting of conununity beads of gov- 
ernment opening Monday, the commissioD 
said prospects for a deciave emezgenoe fiom 
three years of reeessioD were for from certain. 
It urg^ tbe leaders of the 10-nation trading 
bloc to adopt a set of clear priorities to trans- 
late the more fovorable outlook into a sus- 
tained return to growth. 

These would combine some easing of the 
austerity programs of the oommuiuQ^s tbae 
strongest ecoDomies — West Germany, Bri- 
tam ^ tbe Netheriands — with doser inter- 
national action to moderate lending and 
exchange rates. Tbe oommisaon, which said 
its analysis should form tbe basis of tbe com- 
munity’s position at a seven-nation world 


economic summit in WUliaznsbuTg, Virginia, 
in May, said lower borrowing costs were cen- 
tral to economic expanrion. 

West Germany, Britain and the Nether- 
lands, tbe nations wbicb had achieved most 
success in ta c klin B inflatioD and testoriog 
their trade balances, should adapt their 
monetary policies to enoonn^ a steady foil 
in interest rates, tbe commission said. At tbe 
same tune, the community ^lould seek 
‘’expUdt reco^tition” Washingroo erf 
tbe central rote of lower borrowing costs in 
stimulating industrial recovery. 

European governments fear that a 
buigBOiung U.S. budget deficit could reverse 
the trend toward lower interest rates, snuf- 
fingoot hopes of an expansion of world trade. 
The commission’s late^ economic forecast 
shows tbe oommuni^s economy growing by 
a meager 0.4 percent tins year, but offidals 
say that this figure may be over-pessimistic. 

The commission's report said that while 
community states still needed to keep a tight 
rein (Ml their buc^t deficits, Britain and West 
Germany had scope to give a nxxtest 
le&tKMiaiy boost to eotwomic growth.

U.S.-China textile talks 
end without agreement 


PEKING, March 18 (AFP) — A new 
series of Sino-U.S. negotiations on textiles 
has ended here without reaching an agree- 
ment, but Ambassador Peter Murphy, tbe 
U.S. negotiator, said in a statement Friday 
that ‘‘progress was made.” 

The statement, made as he left for 
Washington, added; "But differences remain 
to be resolved.” A difficult dispute over 
imports of Chinese textiles ipto the United 
States has blocked renewal of a textile 
agreement which expired at the end of last 
year. In the absence (rf a new pact, tbe United 
States has adopted unflateral restrictions on 
such imports — spurring tbe Chinese to bait 
its purchases of U.S. cotton, soyabeans and 
synthetic fibers. 

Murphy’s statement spedfted neither what 
progress bad been made nor what problems 
remained to be solved. There was no 
immediate comment from tbe Chinese side. _ 

Ambassador Murphy added that the U.S. 
side was “confident that at some point 
agreement will be reached.” Tbe one-week 
negotiating session just ended here was tbe 
fifffi since rallK started last Augnrt. Muiphy 
said that “both sides express^ interest in 
continuing the negotiations,” without saying 
whether a date had been set for a new session 
of talks. 

The United States b seeking to bout the 
increase in Chinese textile imports and insists 
on the need to stabilize its market, which b 
currently in recession. China, the wori<fs big- 
gest textiles producer, wants to export more 
than the Americans are willmg to import and

Turkish assembly signals 
adoption of banking law 


ANKARA. March 18 (R) -- Turkey’s 
National Consultative Assembly, which is 
appointed by the military government, has 
signaled its aocepranoe of a draft law giving 
sweeping powers to the cabinet over the 
oounuys troubled financial sector. 

Tbe assembly voted down a recommenda- 
tion of rejection by its financial subcommir- 
tee and law will now l^e returned to the 
committee for reconsideration. It is likely to 
be voted on finally by the assembly next 
week. Finance Minister Adoan Baser Kafa- 
oglu told tbe assembly the state needed pow- 
ers to alter, aboibb or renew by decree most 
of the laws governing tbe finandal sector, to 
shake up the banking system. 

The country's 40 retail banks have suffered 
liquidity problems recently and several are 
reported by banking sources to be close to 
collapse. On Monday, the Finance Ministry 
sacked the executive boards of two middle- 
ranking private banks, Istanbul Bankasi and 
Hisarirank, replacing them with officials of 
the State Agriculture Bank. Kafaoglu said 
the government was ready to intervene 


further once it had the powers in the draft 
law. 

In another development, tbe general direc- 
tor of tlie Turkish State Coal Corporatira 
ITG has rejected claims of official ne^^nce 
in tbe coal pit disaster that killed 98 minezs in 
tbe Armutcuk mine, near tbe Black Sea. on 
March 7. 

Hasan Mumeu told the semiofficial 
Anatolian news agency that 18 saperinten- 
dents were at work and all security records 
were in order at tbe time of the gas explosion. 
There were 406 men down tbe mine when the 
explosion occurred. 

Miners, unionists and tbe pn^ have 
alleged that safety standards at tbe mine were 
not sufficient and security officials had not 
checked properly the levels of gas in tbe pit 
before the blasts. Muracu said all nunes in the 
coal field were equipped with electronic 
devices for detecting gas. *’ If they we iewotfc- 
ing, it is impossible for an accumulation of gas 
not to be noticed,” the general director said. 

An official investigation is under way into 
the disaster and Mumeu said it would go idto 
every aspect of the accidem in minute dCtaS.

PARIS — There was all the excitement 
which only a combinatioa of traditwiial 
Eodeos, county feirs and the serious business 
of nmWng a lining out of agricultuze can pro- 
vide. But the 20th latemadonai Agricultuiai 
Show (SIA) held at the Agricultural World 
dKxff-v in Ae first week of Mardi offered 
something more. 

And something for everyone too, with 
more than one million visitors samp&ng the 
finest agricultural food products in the world. 
Many exhibitors riiowed the latest rnecham- 
cal scientific technology to make fanning 

more efficient, productive and profitable. 
Some said diey were laundiing their products 
in Paris and would later present during 
the w pcQfning agricultural show in Rqradh. 

The exhibits occupied a total space of more 
than 25 acres, maki^ it the largest event of 
its kind in the world. Ibere were eight la^ 
pavilions but every available space outside 
the halls was utilized for (fispiay purposes. 
Manufacturers featured everything from 
traditional fana equipment like tractors and 
mowers, to more futuristic motorized hang- 
gliders equipped to spray crops and accesso^ 
equip ment and products to aid farmers in 
their day-to-day operations. 

Farm equipment manufacturers indicated 
they were always on the look-out for better 
ways of meeting the vital needs of agronomy, 
labor productivity and farm managemenL 
They proved it by displaying new range of 
tractors which used remarkabbr less energy, 
while at the same time maintaining an essen- 
tial degree of comfort and adaptability to a 
wide varied of uses. 

There was a marited trend toward four- 
wheel drive machines, power lifts to accom- 
modate an increasing number of mounted 
implements to simpl^ certain jobs such as 
soil preparatioa, phytosanitary treatments 
and harvesting. 

The show featured combination equip- 
ment which would accommodate vari^ 
implements on seeders such as power har- 
rows, sprayers and slug contrd devices which 
would make fiDing and accompanying sowing 
much easier. Seeders exhibited at the show 
were as big as six and even eight-meters wide. 
Fertilizer placement, spreatUng and spraying 
machines were designed to minunize com- 
paction damage witii the addition of four 
wheels and wide tires. 

Harvesting machines were in fol/ develop- 
ment with both axial flow and conventional 
flow machines in abundance. Several 
exhibitors offered origi^ solutioDs for 
separating straw and grain. Straw is being 
handled in larger bales, with their dimeaSions 
adapted to those of fann yards or to the lay- 
out of buildings. If harvesting is not mechan- 
ized, it is handled by new and ingenious types 
of loading forks or elevator lo^rs. 

In transport and handling labor-savmg was 
emphasiz<^ by harrows with traOers of grea- 
ter carrying capad^. The largest models 
shown at the exhibitioii were equipped vrith 
multiple axles, of which one could be con- 
verted to an idling or steering axle. Diver- 
sified trailers better suited to varied needs, 
indudiog loaders and elevators fitted at the 
front or rear of tractors and various handling 
trucks were in abundant supply. 

Land improvemeat also took a prominent 
place in the stands with trenchers with drain- 
layii^ attadunents and advanced aufomatic 
adjustments, ditch cleaners, and arigation 
systems which minimized the use of water, 
energy and labor. Electronics and other logic 
systems were in evidence oo many machines, 
as indeed on tractors, combine harvesters, 
seeders and sprayers which amplified con- 
trols and automation. 

One of the most popular pavilions at the 
show offered a selection of the finest agricul- 
tural products with visitors receiving numer- 
ous free samples of cheeses, yogurt, firuic, 
vegetables, bread and preserves. 

Local oigasizations such as the renowned 
Center of & French Prownces *Le Marche’ 
presented a variety of high-grade, carefuDy- 
sele^d products with a free-standing sample 
stand in which the promotion committee 
offered its best products for visitors to taste. 
The food trade group ‘ProWooes de Eranep’ 
exhibited fine French produce and also pre- 
sented typical French products. Individual 
exhibitors, belonging to the group, came out 
with an aD-indusive display wbi^ ineh iijeti 
dairy products, cheeses, ve^taUes and other 
(Koducts. Fmeigs exhibitors also showed 
their most typical products and enabled vis- 
itors to taste both natural and manufactured 
foods. 

More than 1,800 experts passed judgment 
on more than 5300 samples of products, 
ranging from cheese, chickens, hooey, edible 
oils and fruit juices during the 92nd Agricul- 
tural Open Compjetition. The results of the 
competitions were listed in a show publica- 
tion. 

Fifty of the international experts par- 
tidpadng are members of the juries for 
cheeses for export, a section set up in 1972 
and finding mcrearing favor wifo foreign 
importers. Ten countries took part in t&

section — Austria, Belgium, Denmark, Italy, 
Spain, Switzerland, the Netherlands, Britain 
and Japan. A number of foreign observers 
and about 30 journalists from various coun- 
tries watched the juries fulfOling their duties 
during an assortment of contests. 

■ -Contests were-, held for butter, cream, 
.yogurt, dried milk, other milk, lactic dieeses, 
cheeses and cheeses for export. In the sundry 
products category competitions were held for 
ciders, fruit juices, daughtered poultry, 
apiarian products and vegetable oils etc. 

Professional breeders attending the show 
found all they need to fulfill their require- 
ments: incubators, handling equipment, 
slaughtering and packaging equipment, as 
well as all poultry in highly-seiec^ breeds 
such as guinea fowls, palmipeds, rabbits and 
pigeons. Coucurrently with the professional 
exhibition, more than 250 pure-bred poulto' 
were presented, some of them rarely seen. A 
’Grand Pox’ award was presented to the firm 
exfaibitiiig a new animal breed, product or 
equipment that will improve cost effective- 
ness, lower energy consumption, the well 
being of animals and workii^ conditions. 

The 92nd general prize competition for 
livestock was also held during the show. The 
week-long contest ended with a grand parade 
of prize-winning contestants and aniinals 
held March 12. A products competition, held 
for professionals only, took place March 4 
and 5. 

Stock-fanning exhibits extended over an 
area of more thm 465,000 square feet, where 
10 European and other countries showed 
their fin^ breeding spedmeas. All types of 
livestock from Austria, Belgium, Cuada, 
France, the Netherlan^, Switzerland and 
Britain were shown and even exhibited in 
most of the pavilions, with best of show 
awards presented in each category of horses, 
beef cattle, sheep, goats, poultry and even 
dogs. Throughout the best 'week, competi- 
tions were held to determin^show ring per- 
formance of various animals and even 
included contests for youth in tractor- 
weight-puUing and other farm skills which 
encourage youth development 

More than 190 youths in the i 7 to 25 age 
group partidpated in the mechanized farm- 
ing championships. They were chosen after 
more than 750 preliminary heats mvolving 
26,000 competitions. The competitions 
covered tractor-weight-puUing contests, 
ploughing champioosMps and other events 
designed to encourage youth to de%'dop their 
fermiDg skilk. 

Hie Organized Horse Show, %rith some of 


the world’s best horses displayed and entered 
in jumping competitions drew a large amount 
of interest. The first such show was organized 
in 1966 by the National Center for Exhibi- 
tions and Agricultural Open Competitions in 
cooperation with the organizers of the Offv 
dai International Horse Show. The popular- 
of horse jumping competitions became 
evident in I97S when the Paris Intemationai 
Jumping Competition was held and such 


events have been an integral part of the 
^ricultural Show ever since. 

More than 1 00 high-bred horses took part 
in jumping events during the 1 98.3 show with 
young rirfers exhibiting their fine skills and 
proudly displaying their animals. 

Other competitions included the Intema- 
tiorral Poultry-Raising Show, an exhibition of 
the genetics, feedstufis, pathology and 
environmental factors. 


Fears of nuclear war 
break joys of rainbow

NEW YORK (API — The more Heather 
Parsons thought about the unthinkable, the 
worse she felt about it, ’’like I should just cut 
my head off. l(s scary.’* 

The possibility of nuclear war worries 
9-year-old Heather and nmny others in a 
generation of children trying to understand 
one of the most complicated issues of the 
times. 

’’Kids have a special interest in this issue.” 
said Daniella Stromberg. 17, a oo-foundcr of 
Kids Outreach, a group of New York City 
teen-agers that talb to children about nuc- 
lear weapons, war, fear of dying in a war and 
the power of an atomic bomb. 

’’They don't have a future yeL They 
haven’t grown up,” she said. ” I ha^ 60 or 70 
or 80 more years to live, and if this planet isn't 
around for that long, 1 miss ouL” 

Uncertainty about the future of the planet 
may cause chDdren to lose hope, to develop a 
get-it-now value system or even to turn to 
drugs or cults, psychiatrists and teachers say. 

Spools, and children themselves, are find- 
ing ways to ease chat uncertainty by discus- 
sing the fear and dread. 

At public school 3 in Greenwich village. 
Heather and her classmates recently discus- 
sed nuclear war with teens from tGds Out- 
reach. 

"It makes me feel sad.” said ou giri. ”lf 
they do drop the bomb on any of the cities, 
then kids and people are going to die.” 

A boy added: ’’They might bomb us ev^ if 
we won the war.” 

And a tided child said: ’’Why did they make 
nuclear bombs anyway? I don't (ike them.” 

“1 feel good that people care,” Heatter 
said. ’’But 1 feel bad t^t they’re not stopping

Kids Out reach showed the children a film, 
BoatbsWSMaketheKmiibotfBreakf in which 
youngsters talk about nuclear war. The class 
then talked over its feelings about nudear 
weapons and war. 

The ’’whole idea is not to get them afl riled 
up,” said Rose Greenberg. 17. a discussion 
leader. “We just want them to know we're 
thinking about this, too. Kids are exposed to 


talk of nuclear war everyday, and they 
worry.” 

Dan Zulawski, Heather's instructor, said 
he thought the session was helpful. ” It raised 
their awareness of the whole issue and didn't 
seem to leave them frightened,” he said. 

Teachers are trying to help. The National 
Education Association asked 48 junior high 
school teachers to test a new curriculum. 
“Choices: a unit on conflict and nuclear war,” 
and derided this year to offer the curriculum 
nationwide. 

John Furgione. who taught the IS-lesson 
plan at Landis Middle School in Vineland. 
New Jersey, said the course helped make 
riiUdreD*’aware that they’re not helpless and 
the situation is not hopeless.” 

’’Choices,” co-sponsored by the Education 
Association and the Union of Concerned Sci- 
entists, includes a historical overview of the 
nuclear situation as well as scientific and 
economic information, and suggestions for 
art projects and writing exercises. 

It Is designed to give young5iers”who have 
a lot of fear of nuclear war some substantial 
understanding of how weapons work and 
how our country and the Soviet Union can 
negotiate a solution.” said Robert McQure, 
bead of the project for the association. 

In a recent study by Harvard University 
psychiatrists William Beardslee and John 
Mack, a majority of the high school students 
surve^ said they had become aware of nuc- 
lear developments before age 12. 

The Harvard psychiariscs said society had 
underestimated the effect of nuclear 
developments on America's youth. Society 
needs te protect them ’’From the devastating 
psychological imp:M...to avoid creating a 
citizenry that experiences little or no stake in 
the present or the friture,” the report said. 

Adoiesoents' goals and values depend on a 
present life that is perceived as enduring and 
a future upon which they can rely, the Har- 
vard Study said. If society and its leaders are 
perceived cynically and the future as uncer- 
tain. ”a value system of 'get-it-now.' the 
hyperstimuJation of drugs and the prolifera- 
tion of apocalyptic cults...scem to be natural 
developments.” the report said. 


Chinese panda is carnivore

PEKING (AFP) — Chinese scientists have 
discovered during a study conducted over 
more than two years that the giant panda, an 
endangered spedes unique to China, is a car- 
nivore even ttough It eats almost exclusively 
bamboo, according to tbe New China News 
Agency (NCNA). 

Professor Lin Dacheng of the Agricultural 
Institute of Peking said that pandas, whose 
teeth, skeleton, digestive and intestinal sys- 
tems resemble those of carnivorous animds, 
sometimes eat small ammals, such as mice, bi 
one of China's 1 5 nature reserves for pandas, 
researchers were surprised to find a panda 


eating meat in a butchei's house, he said. 

He added that the panda's cerebral system 
and position of the heart are similar to those 
of man. Dissections of seven adult animals, 
which died from iUness or old age. and three 
still-boni cubs, aided the resear^ers in their 
study, he added. 

'‘This was the first time in or outside of 
China such a comprehensive anatomic study 
on giant pandas was done.” he said. 

Professor Lin indicated that the animal, in 
existance for more than 600.000 years, was 
formerly a carnivore forced to adapt to varia- 
tions in the environment which lead it to eat 
almost exclusively bamboo.

Viatn^ the Himolajas: On a rainy Satur- 
day I thou^t rd try to learn the proper way 
to pronounce a couple of geographical 
names that have always wondered me. How 
about the mountains, for instance, that run 
for 1300 miles tlirou^ half a dozen coun- 
tries in Asia (and include Mount Everest)? 
Do you say hi-MOLL-yuz or him-a-LAY- 
uz? 

Either way is perfectly correct, I found, 
but most dictionaries point to the second 
pronunciation as the more common (say 
LAY in tbe third syllable). 

Inddentally. I discovered that the adjec- 


tive form, Himalayan, refers also to a small 
white rabbit with black nose, ear tips, feet 

and tan. 

Another puzzler for some, indudii^ 
myself, is the Caribbean where everybody 
goes cruising these days. Are people trying 
to u p^age 3 ^u when tiiey call it Ira-RlB-e- 
un?

That doesn't necestorily mean tbe 
tionaiy considers it’s the preferred pronun- 
ciation. It merely reports that ifs the more 
common pronunriation. 

Now yon know: It’s a strange word. Most 
of us never heard of it until it popped op 
lately to mean our crumblii^ system of 
roads and bridges. It doesn’t even appev in 
one of our best dictionaiies^the American 
Ifeiitage. 

How come the word infrastructtoe sud- 
denly joined the vocabularly of tbe media? 
Is it an example of bm^uciatic gob- 
ble^^gook designed to help rmse ouriaxes? 

Hie prefix mfoi is Latin and means below 
or beneatii. (Infitired refers to the ma^etic 
waves beyond the red end of the visible 
spectrum.) 

Definitions of infrastructure that appear 
in at least two of our dictionaries pnfoabfy 
justify its current use to mean the network 
of highways that bold us together. These 
definitions refer to the underlying 
firameworit of transporatation, communica- 
tion and power on whidi modem society 
depends.

Philippines banana exports 
find Japan market slippery

MANILA (Depthnews) — The Japanese 
no longer consider the banana as an “exotic” 
fruit and this explains tbe current slump in 
Philippine banana exports. Shipments for 
1982 were projected to reach only 200,941 
metric tons compared with last year's 
2 14.683 tons for a volume drop of 6.40 per- 
cent. 

Waning popularity of the fruit among the 
Japanese is cited as the principal reason for 
the slump in an industry study conducted by 
the Private Development Corp. of the Philip- 
pines (PDCP). 

Per capita banana consumption in Japan 
had dropped to S.03 kflograms as of 1981 
compart with 6 kilos in 1978, according to 
the study. The slump ends the boom years for 
the country's banana trade which started in 
1969 with the initial shipment purchased by 
Japan. 

However, the study stresses that Japu will 
continue to be the main market for Philippine 
banana exports in the years ahead, japan 
accounted for 68 percent of total exports as of 
last April. 

The study also reports that the Middle East 
is becoming an im^rtant outlet. The region 
purchased 63,980 tons of the 1981 total 
exports, with Japan taking in 136.961 tons. 

Newest non-Japanese market for Philip- 
pine grown bananas is New Zealand. It 
started importing in J 980 and is expected to 
increase its purchases. The study indicates 
that the New Zealand outlet should encour- 
age exporters to seek other new markets in 
order to compensate for the decreasing 
Japanese imports. 


Japan's purchases of Pbilq^iiie bananas 
have been dedining in the past five years. Its 
highest share of export was 89 percent and 
tl^ occurred in 1 977. Since then, tite percen- 
tage has slipped and came down to 68 as of 
last ApriL 

Somehow compensating for. volume 
riftriine in this year's banana exports is the 
3.88 percent increase in eamiiigs. Central 
Bank figures dted by PDCP show tbe exports 
brought in $31.63 million in the first qtarter 
of 1982 as against the $30.45 miilioa for the 
same period in 1981. 

The increase in earning however, proved 
meaningless to banana producers who in* 
1980 suffered a coflective loss of $33 miZGon. 
The study indicates that losses for 1981 and 
1 982 could be bigger due to escalating feitfl- 
izer, rransportatioD, labor and other produc- 
tion costs. 

Fourteen producers based in Davao Gty, 
Southern Phnippines are identified by the 
study as representing the banana export 
industry. Eleven of them are reported to be 
awash in red ink and are hunmg furtfaer 
because of the current slump. 

Losses being suffered by tbe firms could 
prompt mergers, sellouts or diversificatioa to 
Other export crops, according to PDCP. And 
these are not far-fetched if the present slump 
continues. 

The study predicts near-tenn prospects of 
tbe industiy to remain “less favorable unless 
a resurgence in Japan's demand occurs.” It 
says tbe industry vdH be able to make only a 
slight rise from its historical trend in the past 
decade and that no dramatic impiovemeiiis 
are expected in 1983.

LONDON, March IS (Agencies) — Zim- 
babwe opposition leader Joshua Nkomo, 
who arrived iu London last Sunday, h4s been 
given permission to remain in Britain until 
Apn*T 12. the Home Office said Friday. 

Nkomo, 65, was told on his arrival here 
from South Africa that he could only remain 
for one week. The burly African leader told a 
news conference at Heathrow Airport on 
arrival that he would return home as soon as 
he receives firm assurances of his peisonal 
safety from Zimbabwe Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe. 




BBC puts 
toll at 1,000 


LONDON, March 18 (AP) — The 
death toll in the sweep through Matabele- 
land by tbe Zimbabwe A^y's North 
Korean-traiiied Fifth Brigade could reach 
1,000 or mote, the British Broadcasting 
Corp. said in a television report. 

The report showed bodies lying_m tbe 
bu^ and damage to homes and property 
that villagers said had been carrii^ out by 
the Fifth Brigade. "The death toD could 
reach 1 ,0(XI or Tnove. We'U probably never 
know for sure because tte govenzoient 
denies tbe atrocities,” said BBC reporter 
PhOip Hayton. 

Hayton said homes, specially those of 
people associated with Nkomo had been 
burned down in several villages and that 
troops had closed many offices of tbe 
Zimbabwe African People's Union. 

Prime Minister Robert Mugabe's gov- 
ernment has denied reports of massacres 
in Matabeleland, home of the minority 
Ndebele tribe from whom Of^)osition 
leader Joshua Nkomo draws his support. 
The Fifth Brigade was sent into rhe.area a 
month ago with orders to hunt out armed 
dissidents. 

Hayton said his team made a SOO-mile 
trek through tbe bush. He said church lead- 
ers and white farmers in a settlelement 
near Figtree put the death toll in that area 
alone at 20. 

Hayton said in two hours, his team 
found eight bodies, including six young 
men said to have been ordered off a bus by 
troops, marched into the bush and shot. 


Zimbabwe officials said tbe assurances 
already have been given and the Harare gov- 
ernment would not negotiate with him out- 
side of Zimbabwe. 

He fled his home in Bulawayo in south 
Zimbabwe on March 7 when Mugabe's 
troops raided it and shot dead his driver. He 
first went to Botswana, Zimbabwe'ssoutheni 
neighbor, and flew to Johannesburg where he 
boarded a London-bound airliner. 

Meanwhile, troops and parai^tary police 
backed by helicopter gunships and spotter 
planes Friday stepped up the hunt for a 67- 
year-old British-born fanner kidnapped at 
his farm near Bulawayo, Zimbabwe, Wed- 
nesday. 

Police were also studying a ransom note, 
left with a farm laborer when Robert Dyer- 
Smith was snatched, saying six foreign tour- 
ists abducted last July were still alive. 

But the latest kidnappers vowed to shoot 
the tourists — two Americaos, two 
Australians and two Britons — as well as the 
e/derfy fanner if demands tor the release of 
Nkomo's former guerrilla chieft were not 
met. 

Police sources said there was no other evi- 
dence to show that the fanner’s kidnappers 
were sHU holding the tourists, marched into 
the bush at gunpoint in Matabeleland while 
on a cross-Africa safari. 

The tourists are Americaos Brett Baldwin, 

23, of Seattle. Washington, and Kevin Ellis, 

24, of Bellevue, Washington; Australians 
Tony Bajzel], 25, of inverstooe, Tasmania, 
and William Butler, 31, of Newcastle: and 
Britons James Greenwell, 1 8, of Liverpool, 
and Martin Hodgson, 35, of Peterborough. 

Dyer-Smith, who lived in Bulawayo, was 
visiting his Hyde Park farm 32 kilometers 
west of the city when he was held up by six 
armed men, police sources said. 

The kidnapping of Dyer-Smith and other 
dissident incidents mark a new outbreak of 
anti-government violence in southwestern 
Zimbabwe. 

The last spate of such attacks was during 
the New Year holiday when 14 persons were 
killed by dissidents. Since then the Matabeie- 
laod province has been occupied tpr the 
national army's Fifth Brigade, which is 
blamed for killing more than one thousand 
civilians in the area since mid-January in its 
drive to control the dissidents. 

It is believed the jailing of the two former 
commanders of Nkomo's wartime guerrilla 
force sparked the dissident movement. The 


Finnish election may be indecisive 


HELSINKI. Match 18 (AFP) — The 
Social Democrats and the Conservatives are 
expected to run neck and neck in Finnish 
pariiamenta^ elections Sunday and Monday, 
but it was seen as uiUikely that either would 
secure enough votes to govern alooe. 

Opinion polls predict that both parries will 
win around 26 percent of the vote, a result 
that political observers be^e will lead to 
arduous post-election oegotiatioiis to form a 
coalition cabinet. 


The Social Democrats have been part of 
center-left coalitions since Che war, but the 
Conservatives are hofxng that this weekend's 
elections will see them out of opposition, 
where they have been relegated since 1966.

Charles, Di fly to Australia 


LONDON, March 18 (AP) — Prince 
Charfes, Princess Diana and th^ baby son 
Prince William left for Australia Friday mght 
for a four-week visit which could help decide 
the future of the monarchy there. 

The visit, which will be followed by a two- 
week tour of New Zealand, comes after a 
statement by Australia's new Labor Prime 
Minister Bob Hawke incficating that the days 
of mooardiy in his country could be num- 
bered. 

Hawke ousted Malcolm Fraser as prenuer 
in Australia's March 5 general elections. He 
was asked the next day in an interview with 
the British Broadcasting C^. if he tbou^t 
Charles would make a suitable Austral^ 
monarch when the 34-year-o(d heir to the 
throne succeeds his 56-year-old mother 
Queen Elizabeth II. 

Hawke replied: ”I d(Mi't think we will be 
talking about kings of Atistralia for ever- 
more.” He said he believed Australia would 
be better off as a republic and that the time 
would come when Australians would for 
one, but added that it was not “che No. 1 
issue.” Elizabeth fl, in addition to beit^ the 


British monarch, is also recognized as queen 
of a number of Commonwealth nations. 

Tbe royal couple have been promised a 
massive welcome, however, for their meet- 
tbe-people tour that will take them to every 
corner of the country. Despite Hawke'sstric- 
tures, many Australians remain fervent royal- 
ists and the Australian press has predicted a 
rousing, flag-waving greeting for the couple 
wherever they go. 

Prince William, who was nine months old 
Monday, is tipped to become a royal supers- 
tar. It will be the first trip out of Britain for 
the chubby-cheeked youngster, who now has 
sb: teeth and a shodc of blond hair. 

Buckingham Palace said the Australian 
Air Force Boeing 707 that wiU be used for the 
12.000-mfle flight to Australia will be carry- 
ing his crib, baby bath and some of his favo- 
rite toys. The plane is scheduled to arrive at 
Alice Springs. Australia, early Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Royal mothers traditionally have left their 
children at home while traveling abroad, but 
Diana reportedly insisted that William travel 
with her when possible. 


Hinckley’s psychiatrist sued 


WASHINGTON, March 18 (AFP) — 
Three of the persons wounded when John 
Hinckley shot President Ronald Reagan in 
March 1981 decided Thursday to sue tl« 
would-be aasasrin's psychiatrist for $14 mil- 
lion. Reagan himself is not claiming any dam- 
ages. 

The suit was filed by white House spokes- 
man James Brady — the most severely 
injured, by a bullet (n the brain — secret 
service agent Timothy McCarthy, who was 
shot in the liver and lungs, and policeman 
Thomas Delahanty, who was hit in the nedt. 

The three claim that p^chiatrist John 


Hopper, who comes from the same dty as 
John Hinckley — Denver. Colorado — either 
"knew or should have known that Hinckley 
would attempt a political assassination.” 
The suit charges' that Dr. Hopper, who tre- 
ated Hinckley regularly for five months 
before the shooting, had shown negligence in 
his diagnosis and accuses him of “failing to 
warn the law enforcement officials of Hinck- 
ley's dangenousness.” 

During his trial here last year Hinckley 
was acquitted of attempted murder by reason 
of insanity and is now in a Washington 
psychiatric hospital.

Indonesia students blamt 
Indira for Assam Mllii 



JAKARTA, March 1 8 (AP) — More than 
50 Indonesian students marched to the 
Indian Embas^ here Friday to protest the 
massacre of Muslims in the state of Assam, 
northeastern India, during recent elections 
there. 

Armed anti-riot police cordoned off the 
area, causing massive traffic snarls. The stu- 
dents unfurled posters blaming Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi for the massacre and 
calling for an end to discriniioation against 
Muslims in Assam. 

The crowd tried to pres through the 
gates into tbe embassy, but security police 
and troops held them bade and later confis- 
cated their posters and banners. 

Some of the students were later received by 
Indian Ambassador to Indonesia O.P. 
Malhotra and allowed to submit a petition 
which said the massacre of Indian Muslins in 
Assam was more inhuman than that at the 
refugee camps of Sabra and Shatila in Leba- 
non last September. 

“The recent Indian election forced Indira 
Gandhi to allow the massacre of 2,500 innon- 
ceot Muslins,” the petition said. A spokes- 
man for tbe Indian Embas^ said tbe ambas- 
sador made no formal statement to the stu- 
dents. 

The students also called on Indonesia to 
sever diplomatic relations with India. After 
submitting the petition, the protesters left the 
embassy grounds. No one was arrested. 

Meanwhile, soldiers patrolled the streetsof 
Assan state' s main city in force for a third day 
and swept into other troubled areas stiU 
smoldering after weeks of violence. 

Home leister P.C. Sethi told parliament 
Thursday that 1,344 persons hatfbeen idUed 
in the northeastern state, but Assamese lead- 
ers put the total at more than 3,000. 

Massacres, dashes and arson attacks that 
razed entire settlements were reported 
throughout February when controversial 
elections touched off a simmering feud bet- 
ween native Assamese and Muslim immig- 
rants from Bangladesh. Sporadic violence has 
continued in March. The native Assamese 
demand the expulsion of the Bengali settlers, 
claiming they are illegal aliens. 

The army tactics brought at least a tempor- 
ary calm. (Officials reported no new violence. 
Sethi said .310,000 persons were being shel- 
tered in refugee camps in Assam and that 
about 35,(K>0 others had crossed over into 


neighboring West Bengal and Aiusbg 
P radesh states.
